Paul Krassner, editor of The Realist 
and self-professed Zen Bastard, author 
of the non-best seller ‘How a Satirical 
Editor Became a Yippie Conspirator 
in Ten Easy Years’, will speak on cam- 
pus today at 3 p.m. in the Littie Thtr. 


NP: / would like to talk to you about 
the whole aura of politics—the whole 
iceberg, it’s not really hidden, everybody 
knows it’s there—in that sense everybody 
really knows what's happering; but why 
it happens, why the particular mechanism 
of its present form? 

PK: Everybody sees it through his own 
filter: religious people see it through an 
Armageddon filter, astrological people see 
it (happening) because of the stars, 
economics people see it from an 


economic point of view, absurdists, like 
myself, see it just as part of the absurd. 
So politics is just a vehicle for one’s 
own--whatever one’s filter happens to be. 

I see it totally related to religion and 
culture, each one is part of the whole of 
human existence 





NP: What are vou trying to do in “The 
Realisi’’? 

PK. I’m just try#mg to have fun, Mrs 
Rockefeller. (laughter) That’s true, that’s 
what it boils down to, I’m having fun and 


rying to share what turns me on with 
ther people. It really boils down to that

just another form of God, of the kind of 
God whe is an authority figure rather 
than a universal consciousness. So in that 
sense religion is the new politics for a lot 
of people, that’s what their moral guide 
is. In the case of the Berrigan brothers,

“The Realist’ started out as an 


anti-clerical magazine, and there were just 
too many changes that went on: George 
Lincola Rockwell was an agnostic and 
Martin Luther King was a Christian. so 
what did that mean to me. So I had to 
reevaluate my theories 


NP: How did “The Realist” come into 
being as an anti-clerical magazine? 

PK: Weil, because I was a young 
atheist... 

NP: ... militant?... 

PK not militant, no, not militant 
enough, that’s why I got bored with it. 
But it started off with the mailing list of a 
militant atheist magazine, and they 
probably expected it. It was a free 
thought magazine, and I realized from the 
very first issue (1958), when it had some 
little harmless poem, but it was funny 
and it had to do with sex. And a lot of 
free thinkers who wanted you to go all 
they way in religion said no, you know, it 
should be respectable Every body said 
you should go all they way in the other 
areas but be respectable about their area, 


and so I realized that you couldn't 
Pigeon-hole people, that they'd keep 
Saying ‘Keep up the good work,” until 
you stepped on their psychic toes, and 
they'd (say) Now you've gone too far.” 
So the response to learning about 
peopie s tastes hanging has been a very 
educationa ling for me...In The 
Realist what | try t do- through 
Salire is to make connections between 
culture and politic I think that basically 
they’re inseparable.

NP. Why do vou think you were hired 
there in the first place? 

PK: They were thinking of doing what

underground (radio) represents people 
who are more spontaneous, who think 
more for themselves. And so, in that 
sense, it does represent a threat to the 
economic system—if that’s true... 

NP: ...dehumanization sells... 

PK: Yeah, right! That’s what it comes 
down to. They’ll never say it in so few 
words but that’s what it does come down 
to. And so it depends on whether you 
want a culture of productivity or a 
culture of creativity. That’s the essential 
difference, and it’s not left (wing) or right 
(wing). Nixon goes in the direction of 
productivity and the counter 
culture—theoretically —goes in the 
direction of creativity. There’s a broad 
middle ground where there’s everything 
from “Rolling Stone” to expensive hippie 
boutiques, but you have to have a period 
of transition before any Utopia. 
(laughter) 


NP: Do you think that “The Realist” 
liberates people? 

PK: Doing it has helped liberate, and 
continues to help liberate, me. Other 
people have said to me that it’s helped 
liberate them, other people think I’m 
nsane, so again it’s a subjective reaction. 

NP: The one thing that makes me as a 
filmmaker feel helpless about my work is 
that the media, any media, seems 
incapable of liberating, except in a very 
personal way. [ don’t look on any 


medium as being capable of liberating a 
society, of changing institutions...

University of California 
campuses, will act as_ the 


principal advocate for the 
passage of ACA 25. 
Assemblyman John Knox, 


(D-Richmond), author of ACA 
25, explained “This measure 
contains the recommendations 
of the California Constitution 
Revision Commission. The major 
change would conform the legal 
drinking age to ‘voting age.’”’ 
Knox believes that ACA 25 
has a good chance for success in 
both houses of the State 
Legislature. Assemblyman 
Robert Cline (R-Canoga Park), 
however, who carried a similar 
bill last year, is less optimistic. 
**Senate opposition is 
substantial,” he maintained, 
“and may be exceedingly 
difficult to sway.”

SSC Gymnasts ‘‘woe’s”’

Sacramento § State's recent 
gymnastics woes continued last 
Saturday, when the Hornets 
traveled to San Jose to meet 
powerful University of 
Washington and San Jose State 
in triangular action. Coach Ron 
Peek’s squad was “out of its 
league” as they managed 111.75 
points to Washington’s 150.3 
and the Spartan’s 135.45. 

The Huskies from the north 
took top honors in every event, 
in running away from_ its 
opponents. Rich Gaylor paced 
the Pacific Eight contenders 
with victories in the long horse 
vault, 9.0, and still rings 8.45, 
while taking first in all-around 
scoring at 46.90. Teammate Ron 
Hunter was right behind Gaylor 
with an all-around tally of 
46.05. Sanders led Washington 
to a side horse sweep with a 
mark of 8.6. Pavlson scored 9.15 
for the high score on _ the 
horizontal bars, Ozora handed 
Hornet Rod Ryugo his second 
straight defeat on parallel bars, 
9.5, and Jim Blackstock nabbed 
top floor exercise honors at 8.8. 

With Verne Wooley doubtful 
competition for the remainder 
of the schedule, Toccoy Dudley 
continued to do well in his new 
role as the top SSC ail-around 
performer. Last years Far 
Western Conference floor 
exercise champ, was second in 
his specialty at 8.35 and earned 
runner-up honors in long horse 
vaulting, 8.55. A total of 43.90 
brought him third in the 
all-around. 

Ryugo’s 8.8 on the parallel 
bars was his best tally of the 


eyar and was good for second. 
The Hornet team captain also 
scored 7.45 in the long horse 
vault. 

Despite the loss there were 
other respectable SSC _ efforts. 
Ryan Fleck went unplaced in

the vault. but had a score of 
8.45. Bright frosh prospects Jim 


Galilarda and Kim Hughes 
continue to progress toward 
outstanding futures. Gallarda 


had 80 and 7.8 on the 
horizontal bar and long horse 
vault, respectively. Still ring 
specialist Hughes scored 7.5 for 
his routine 

Following a promising early 
season the Hornets have how 
lost three dual meets iM a row 
and drop to 2-4 for the season. 
The record, however, is not 
indicative of the caliber of 
competitors on the squad, and 
hopes are still high for the FWC 
Championships in three weeks. 

The problem has been more 
of a lack of quantity than 
quality. Coach Peek is realistic 
about the recent turn of events 
for the Hornets. “We just don’t 
have enough bodies to compete 
with these teams. We have lost 
some top performers through 
academic ineligibility this 
semester and, of course, there is 
the injury to Wooley.” The SSC 
all-around champ broke his hand 
in practice and is due to have his 
cast removed at the end of this 
week, but “We don’t know what 
he can do if he gets back. There 
is always a ray of hope.” 

Once again it will be a 
Sacramento-Chico struggle for 
the top spot, but the Hornet 


troubles have increased’ the 
chances for the Wildcats to 
dethrone the defending 


champions. 

Coach Peek’s gymnasts should 
have an easier time this Friday as 
they travel to “The City” to 
meet a weak San Francisco 
State team for the final SSC dual 
meet performance of the season. 
The squad will have the 
following two weeks to prepare 


for the conference 
championships, March 18 at 
Chico.

Editor, the Hornet 

As 2 faculty survivor of twelve 
registrations at SSC, the last four 
as a Department Chairman, | 
have continually been irritated 
and upset at the foul-ups and 
confusion which take place at 
this time. Many of these 
foul-ups, I think, are the result 
of a simple failure on the part of 
the students to read, or if they 
do read, to comprehend what 
they read. Thus I have sent the 
foliowing memo to Duane 
Anderson, our Director of 
Admissions and Records, with 
carbon copies to various persons 
on the campus. 

As good or as bad as our 
Admission selection procedures 
may be, | would like to suggest 
one additional selection 
procedure which I predict would 
correlate close to +1.00 with 
eventual graduation from SSC, 
and make registration and 
enrollment, including drop/adds 
a much smoother process for all 
concerned. This procedure 
would be to give students a 
five-minute reading 
comprehension test, based on 
the current schedule of classes 
including its supplements, before 
allowing them into the gym to 
register. 

Time and time again I (and 
others on duty in the gym) 
found myself saying to students 
“read the schedule’’, ‘don’t you 
know what footnote X means” 
“jook at the supplementary 
schedule,” etc. I am sure that a 
large proportion of the 
drops/adds in classes are a 
function of this failure to 
properly read the schedule and 
its supplements and for 
supposedly mature, college-age 
individuals this failure is a strong 
indictment of both our entire 
educational process and our 
faith in it. 

I realize that these comments 
are not very complimentary to 
our student body, nor to the 
previous educational institution

Most of us know something 

yut the Donner party. We are 
ilmost forced to know about the 
disaster because of our 
proximity to it. Although it 
happened over 100 years ago, 
we live within 100 miles of 
Donner Summit, and Sutter’s 
Fort (which played a key role in 
the eventuai rescue) is just a few 
blocks away. Some descendants 
of the survivors still live in the 
area. Many of us have probably 
heard that Keseberg (the one 
who seemed to really enjoy 
human flesh) opened a 
restaurant in old downtown 
Sacramento. So we cannot help 
but know something about the 
story. What we probably have 
heard most about is the 
cannibalism. It is the. fact that 
human beings ate other human 
beings—that haunts us. We are 
intrigued and need to know 
more. For most 
curiosity is satiated by hearing a 
few stories, or by reading a 
terrible, 1930 historical novel 
called Ordeal by Hunger. But 
George Keithley had to know 
even more. He had to personally 
trace the Donners’ from 
Springfield, lIilinois to 
winter entrapment in the Sierras; 
he had to visit the museums to 
see and touch the relics; he had 
to read and research everything 
written by and about the party; 
but most of all, George Keithley 
had to be George Donner 

The result of this passion is a 
book-length, narrative poem

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Professor George Keithley, 
author of a highly acclaimed 
long narrative poem, “The 
Donner Party,” will present a 
poetry reading and talk at 
Sacramento State College on 
Friday, February 25 

Keithley, an associate 
professor of English at Chico 
State College, will present his 
program at nocn in the SSC 
Little Theatre. The public is 
cordially invited to attend 
There is no admission charge 

“The Donner Party,’ which is 
to be published in mid-February 
by George Braziller, Inc., of New 
York, deals with the disastrous 
trek of the Illinois party of 
pioneers who suffered 
deprivation and death in the 
snow-choked Donner Lake area 
in the winter of 1846-47 

A lengthy excerpt from 
Keithley’s narrative poem was 
published in the November issue 
of Harper's magazine 

The editors of Harper's 
acclaimed the poem as an 
“authentic, rich, modest, even 
restrained, yet finely 
overwhelming account of the 
Donner Party and said that, “not 
since Stephen Vincent Benet’s 
‘John Brown’s Body, has there 
been a dramatic narrative 


Bridger, where the group must 
decide whether to take the 
established and safer trail north 
to Oregon or try Hasting’s 
untravelled trail west to 
California. Against the advice of 
men who knew the land weil. 
the Donners decided to continue 
west. Mr. Keithley skillfully 
illustrates throughout the poem. 
the Donner’s tendency to rely 
on the writtenword rather than 
the advise of experienced men 
Their books eventually betray 
them. 

In Book Two the trap begins 
to close. The consequences of 
their earlier decision at Fort 
Bridger become plain. After a 
disastrous week crossing the salt 
flats in which the party loses 
almost everything, the trap is 
set. They cannot go back; they 
must keep pushing west and 
hope to cross the Sierras before 
the winter storms set in. As they 
approach the mountains late in 
October, George Donner 
observes in a discouraged mood

He crossed 
the Mississippi, traveled through 
Independence, Missouri, past 
Scottsbluff, Nebraska, through 
the Wyoming plains, over the 
Wasatch Mountains in Utah and 
across the Salt Desert into 
Nevada, along the Humboldt 
River and thence to the Truckee 
River in the Sierras in the area of 
the Donner Party campsites 
Using snowshoes, Keithley hiked 
the route of the Donner Party 
from the campsites near the 
lake, up the mountain face and 


through the pass under the 
summit

Facing 
starvation, the rest of the group 
is forced to dig up the dead and 
eat the flesh. Wisely, Mr 
Keithley chooses to underplay 
the cannibalism. He says simply 


Later we had to steal out at

and dig him up to remove 

what we could for meat... 


We would not have done this 

but it was so long since 
anyone 

had eaten a meal 

In stating the fact simply and 
directiy, he avoids the obvious 
symbolic situation involved in 
the eating of another man’s 
flesh. He avoids also, the 
violence and horror. Instead, the

reader begins to understand the 
desperation and mental 
numbness which drives civilized 
people to cannibalism. The 
living, in fact, seem almost dead 
themselves. Indeed, it seems as if 
the “omnivorous wind’ is 
devouring the flesh of the dead. 

In the final section, “After 
this Life We Will Listen”’ (a fine 
title!), Mr. Keithley returns to 


the idea that what we must 
know about life cannot be 
learned from books. George 
Donner, now dead. observes

The tone, perhaps, is the most 
controversial (at least to other 
poets) aspect of the poem. As 
one can see from the quotes, the 
language is particularly flat. That 
is, it is not intense and sparkling. 
This flatness, I feel is necessary 
in a long, narrative poem, 
especially one which is basically 
historical. Obviously, a 254 page 
poem would be extremely 
difficult to read if each line 
required the  reader’s strict 
attention. In addition, George 
Keithley is a skillful poet who 
knows what he’s doing; in a 
sense, he sets us up. The 
language remains flat and simple 
throughout the long, historical 
sections of the poem, but in the 
shorter, more imaginative * 
sections, the language becomes 
much more intense and vivid. 
Sucn sections as ‘‘Ash Hollow,” 
“Drinking with the Crows,” 
“One Day Near Dusk,” and 
“When the Children Were 
Asleep” are good examples of 
this more intense, fresher 
language. They keep the poem 
alive, human, and interesting. 
They insure that The Donner 
Party is something far beyond an 
historical study. It is a major 
American poem which will be 
appreciated and _ studied for 
years to come. George Keithley 
has opened American poetry to 
a whole new area of discovery.

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Getting down to basics through 


asexual massage 


IT ALL BEGAN, for me. with 
community. 

Before I began to live in an extended 
family, to offer to give someone a heavy 
massage almost invariably provoked the 
Spectre of sexual assault. In the new rural 
communes, however, I encountered a 
social atmosphere in which one could be 
overtly physical without suspicion of 
being covertly sexual. 

There are many possible methods 
through which one person can influence 
the physical and emotional well-being of 
another - but the range narrows 
considerably if all personal gratification is 
automatically foresworn by the active 
party. Such is the case in the discipline 
Known as massage: the person exerting 
the influence must make his effort 
without asking or expecting a “return” ~ 
without a sexual return, and, in that 
dramatic branch of therapy called 
faith-healing, without a financial return 

Before placing your hands on the 
person you plan to massage. there are two 
techniques with which to familiarize 
yourself, attention and breathing. With 
regard to attention, “The light of the 
body is the eye: if therefore thine eye be 
single, thy whole body shall be full of 
light.” This “single eye,’ an organ not of 
the physical but of the etheric body, is 
located between and slightly above your 
two physical eyes. To give a disinterested 
massage, place your attention on that 
spot on your own (not the subject’s) 
forehead, and close your eyes during as 
much of the massage as you find 
practicable. 

With regard to breathing, the ideal 
tempo seems to be a rhythm of eight 
seconds inhaling, eight seconds holding, 
and eight seconds exhaling. If you don’t 
find that comfortabie, you can work up 
to it gradually by beginning with four 
seconds of each, or six seconds of each. 

In the event you experience any 
difficulty with this initial hurdle of 
conscious attention and conscious 
breathing, please spend the first hour 
after awakening each morning — in 
meditation sitting with your legs 
crossed, spine straight, and with your 
attention directed to the “third eye”. For 
in actuality the “third eye” is the first 
eye, and it is capable of ordering your 
priorities with greater and greater 
consistency toward your deepest goals 

NOW LET'S’ RUN through a 
therapeutic massage. Make sure you will 
have no interruptions for at least two 
hours, since it often takes that long to 
dissolve a subject’s physical and 
emotional defenses (--or his or her 
muscular “armor”, to use Wilhelm 
Reich's term) 

Have the subject lie face-up on a table 
out-of-doors -- at least as high as a picnic 
table, so that you'll need to bend over as 
little as possible to reach him. Take off 
your shoes and socks so that the soles of 
your feet are in direct contact with the 
earth. Direct your attention and your 
breathing as specified above, and start the 
massage by spending two to. three 
minutes rubbing the top of the subject's 
head quite hard with your fingers, 
thumbs and the heels of your hands 
From there proceed down the back of the 
head to the rim of the skull bone, just 
before the neck begins, and work your 
fingers hard up -- under the back rim for 
two to three minutes. Next tighten your

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fingers as hard as possibel under the rim 
(with your thumbs laid lightly alongside 
the ears, either fore or aft) and steadily 
pull harder and harder -- pulling the head 
straight out toward yourself. Do this also 
for two to three Minutes 

After this preliminary work on the 
head, have the subject turn over onto his 
stomach and maintaining your stance 
above the subject's head, work on his 
back for about fifteen minutes 

First, apply your thumbs in a digging 
series of tiny concentric circles against 
the muscles which flank the spine on 
either side. In the process of working 
your thumbs up the spine, give a nudge to 
each “disk” interstice between the 
vertebrae. Do this trip up the spine three 
times, and then move down to the 
buttocks and knead them with your fists 
The hip socket is one of the body’s most 
profound funnybones, so go easy there at 
first. But only with your fists can a 
thorough job prevail against the chronic 
buttock tightness of our chair-sitting, 
shit-clutching way of life in 1972 in the 
United State of America 

Moving up to the ribs, roll your fingers 
in the rib-bone intervals as you draw your 
fingers down and away from the spine 
Knead the entire back in a semi-grabbing, 
semi-slipping motion, as though it were a 
pile of bread dough. The shoulder blades 
can be rotated like two sets of ball 
bearing 

The last two assaults on back tension 
are some what bizarre 

First, clap your hands 
shoulders, pressing your thumbs firmly 
into the muscles lying between the 
shoulder blades and the spine, and 
proceed to rotate the shoulders with a 
large, alternating pull and push to forma 
circular rhythm

Finally, apply a hammeriock to each 
arm in turn, and knead the arm muscles 
once in each direction with your thumbs 
serving as counter-pressure to your 
fingers. Then, while still holding the given 
arm in its hammerlock, firmly massage 
the crease beneath the given 


shoulderblade thereby raised. These are 
creases which, like the armpits and other 


out-of-the-way corners of our physical 


equipment, contain the keys to the 

electrical workings of the muscles, 

commonly called “pressure points”. 
PRESSURE POINTS are substations, 


so to speak, in the body’s nervous 
system: small nexes of nerves which 
receive “‘messages’” form the motor 


section of the brain, and re-transmit those 
messages to the precise part of a muscle 
from which activity is desired. When your 
fingers are on target, it takes remarkably 
little pressure from them to relax an 
entire muscle. If you run into a good 
massage teacher, be sure to have him 
show you the location of the most useful 
iS or 20 pressure points. 

After the back is finished, have the 
subject turn over to his onginal face-up 
position. 

Work the tips of your fingers in small, 
tight, concentric circles from the “V” of 
the overlapping muscles on the shoulders 

both shoulders at once ~ and draw 
them in parallel lines of such motion up 
the sides of the neck. Move likewise from 
the spine up the back of the neck, and 
expand sideways along the back rim of 
the skulji. (Incidentally, avoid heavy 
pressure when your fingers come within 
two inches of an ear’s root from any 





direction. 

At this point, repeat the original two 
sequences described above: massage the 
top of the head for two or three minutes, 
then under the skull rim for two or three 
minutes, and then pull the head directly 
away form the body for two or three 
minutes (in, say ten or twelve separate 
pulls - pulls separated by breaks during 
which your hands should lie palm-down 
over the subject’s eyes). 

If you have omitted using oil on the 
subject’s body so as to avoid entangling 
his or her hair, now it the time to apply 
some oil to your fingers, so that from this 
Point on you can apply full pressure. 

Sweep your fingers down over the face 
in long, firm lines, beginning at the 
forehead and working down around the 
eyes (skip the eyeballs), working down 
over the nose and along the lower line of 
the jaw and the lower border of the 
cheekbones. While working the jaw, and 
then repeating the entire shoulder-to-neck 
and spine-to-neck sequence, begin heavy 
breathing, and gradually decrease the 
time for each breathing cycle for 24 
seconds (eight inhaling, eight holding, 
eight exhaling) downward, until you're 
breathing as fast as you can breathe. Have 
the subject breathe likewise, in pace with 
your breathing. If and when the subejct 
crosses into the condition known as 
“automatic breathing,” the situation is 
ripe for therapeutic work. Keep your eyes 
closed and your attention Strictly poised 
on your forehead; ask the subject to do 
likewise , with his attention; and work 
your hands in concentric circles down 
along the collar bone and out onto the 
chest. Avoid the actual breasts so as not 
to turn the session into an orgy. 

Work your hands deeply into the solar 
plexus region around the navel and 
visualize a picture of your hands, 
especially your right hand, releasing prana 
(or “Orgone energy” in  Reich’s 
terminology) from your body into the 
subject’s body. Transfer, then, your left 
hand to the back of the neck and, this 
time clasping firmly with your entire left 
hand, pull the head away from the body 
again. Keep your right hand on the solar 
plexus. 


Keep that position, and keep up heavy 
breathing, and ask the Holy Spirit to 
make whole any and every physical 
ailment of the subject...for as long as you 
are humanly able to so exert yourself, 

You will know when a unified release 
of blocked energy is taking place, because 
the subject will laugh, cry, scream, and/or 
experience a non-genital orgasm. This is 
the true therapeutic experience, the 
re-living and the accepting of the traumas 
of childhood (and the frustrations of life 
generally) through the heightening of 
awareness combined with surrender of 
the body. 

If massage seems to impersonal a way 
to arrive at such a personal experience -~ 
an experience of your Self as vivid as any 
possible on acid or in psy choanalysis -- 
take a look, take a good, long look at the 
face of the other person. If you aren't 
friends after the massage has found it’s 
fountain of spontaneity, and your hands 
have found their intuitive mission, your 
heart itself is in need of repairs

Hearing on County Plan 


Environmental groups in 
Sacramento are placing high 
hopes on the March 6 hearing on 
the County Plan. This hearing 
has taken on increased 
importance now that the State 
Highway Department has 
announced a postponement of 
their scheduled hearing on the 


McKeon freeway interchange 
near the Stonelake wildlife area. 
They announced that they 
would wait until the county

The postponement means 
essentially that the future of 
Stonelake could be decided on 
March 6. If the County Planning 
Commission accepts the urban 
limit line at its March 6 hearing, 
and the Board of Supervisors 
backs them up, it will mean that 
the Stonelake area will be saved 
from McKeon's proposed 
50,000 person suburb and sports 
arena.
